Eman and Minister of Infra¬ 
structure, Immigration and 
Environment, Benny Se¬ 
vinger, stopped by the offices 
of the Aruba Investment 
Bank (AIB) on Monday af¬ 
ternoon, January 29, to com¬ 
mend the President of 
Stichting Onroerend Goed 
Aruba, (SOGA) or Aruba 
Real Estate Foundation, John 
Hodgeson, on the occasion of 
the group obtaining the fi¬ 
nancing for the PPP 
(Public/Private Partnerships) 
project of expanding and ren¬ 
ovating the Dr. Horacio Odu- 
ber Hospital. 

This landmark project, the 
largest Public/Private finan¬ 
cial agreement the island 
government has entered 
upon, will greatly enlarge the 
hospital and increase its pa¬ 
tient and treatment facilities. 
The agreement signed by 
SOGA, which will become 
the landlords of the hospital, 
along with the seventeen in¬ 
stitutions providing the fi¬ 
nancing, is for 240 million 
florins.

Beatrix: a Queen who transformed Dutch royalty 



THE HAGUE (AFP) 

- The Netherlands' 
energetic Queen 
Beatrix, who on 
Monday announced 
she would abdicate in 
favour of crown 
prince Willem 

Alexander in April, 
has won many Dutch 
hearts in her almost 
33 years on the 
throne by giving the 
monarchy a modern, 
hard-working image. 

Stepping into the 
shoes of her much 
loved mother Juliana 
in 1980 at the age of 
42, Beatrix quickly 
set out to make her 
mark on the country 
she was destined to 
rule by birth. 

Contrary to her 
mother's unobtrusive 
style of rule, Beatrix 
refused to be rele¬ 
gated to ribbon-cut¬ 
ting; changing the 
mode of address from 
"madam" to 

"majesty", and trans¬ 
forming one of the royal 
palaces in The Hague, the 
seat of government, into a 
working palace. 

Here she received heads 
of state in her affable though 
formal manner and met 
weekly with successive 
prime ministers to discuss 
matters of government, earn¬ 
ing the nickname "chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the 
Netherlands". 

She also signed laws and 
played an important role in 
Dutch politics by appointing 
the so-called "formateur" 
who explores possibilities for 
coalition government after 
general elections. 

Last year's polls in which 
Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
was elected to head govern¬ 
ment for a second time, 
marked the first time she was 
not actively involved in the 
formateur’s appointment. 


Bom on January 31, 1938 
as the first child of queen Ju¬ 
liana and prince Bernhardt, 
Beatrix Wilhelmina Arm- 
gard, princess of Orange- 
Nassau, lived with her family 
in exile in Britain and Canada 
during World War IT 

After completing her law 
studies, she married West 
German diplomat Claus von 
Amsberg in March 1966 — 
prompting violent demon¬ 
strations against the future 
queen's union with someone 
who had worn a Hitler Youth 
uniform as a boy. 

Riots also preceded Beat¬ 
rix's coronation on April 30, 
1980 following her mother's 
surprise abdication after a 31- 
year reign, when Amsterdam 
squatters protested the high 
costs of the ceremony. 

But the new Queen's hum¬ 
ble approach soon started win¬ 
ning over her calvinist subjects. 
"Not power, personal de¬ 


sire nor a claim to 
hereditary power 
but only the desire 
to serve the com¬ 
munity can give 
substance to a mod¬ 
em monarchy," she 
said in her crown¬ 
ing speech. 

An opinion poll 
in April 2009 found 
that 85 percent of 
Dutch citizens felt 
Beatrix was per¬ 
forming well as 
head of state. 

Known colloqui¬ 
ally as "Trix", the 
queen radiates a 
bourgeoise allure in 
her immaculately 
pressed, practical 
dresses and suits and 
a stiff helmet hairdo 
that a staggering col¬ 
lection of hats cannot 
tease out of place. 

"Only perfection 
was good enough for 
her. She worked very 
systematically, high 
in the sky like a bird 
of prey, no detail on 
the ground escaped her," a 
former prime minister, Dries 
van Agt, has said of the 
queen. 

"The (royal) court is really 
mn like a business," accord¬ 
ing to Henk Wesseling, histo¬ 
rian and court advisor. 

A former servant said: 
"She can get pretty angry 
when things around her go 
wrong or if she is confronted 
with unexpected situations. 
Under all circumstances she 
wants to be in control of the 
situation." 

American magazine 
Forbes in 2008 listed Beatrix 
as the world's 14th wealthiest 
royal with an estimated net 
worth of 300 million dollars 
(214 million euros). 

She has three sons, the old¬ 
est of whom, Willem-Alexan¬ 
der (bom 27 april 1967), will 
succeed her as monarch. 

A spate of misfortunes in

the later years of 
her career was 
met with an out¬ 
pouring of sym¬ 
pathy from her 
subjects. 

The latest 
tragedy struck 
last year when her 
middle son, Friso 
was left brain¬ 
damaged after 
being buried by 
an avalanche 
while skiing off- 
piste in Lech in 
Austria in Feb¬ 
ruary last year. 

Her husband prince Claus died at the age of 76 in 2002, fol¬ 
lowed by the Queen's mother and then her father in 2004. 

And on Queen's Day, April 30, 2009, the nation was 
plunged into shock when a man ploughed his car into festival- 
goers in the central city of Apeldoorn, narrowly missing an 
open bus transporting Beatrix and members of her family. 

Seven bystanders were killed in what the driver confessed 
was an attack on the royal family. 

In an emotional, televised address to the nation shortly af¬ 
terwards, Beatrix spoke of her "deep shock". 

Opinion polls in the following days said support for the 
Queen had spiked, with 43 percent saying she should stay on 
the throne — up from 27 percent before the attack. 

Beatrix, however, has never been a slave to polls. 

"I find popularity dangerous ... superficial and temporary," 
she once said in an interview with Dutch NOS public televi¬ 
sion. 

Speculation rose over an abdication when in 2006 renova¬ 
tions were announced at Beatrix's distinctive octagonal-shaped 
Drankensteyn castle southeast of Amsterdam in 2006, where 
she is now expected to live.

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Chile singer's 1973 
killing prompts 
extradition request 

SANTIAGO (AFP) - A 
Chilean court on Wednesday 
asked the United States to ex¬ 
tradite a former Chilean mil¬ 
itary officer accused in the 
1973 killing of a folk singer 
in the coup that brought Au- 
gusto Pinochet to power. 

Pedro Pablo Barrientos 
Nunez, who retired as a 
colonel, has been accused of 
taking part in the killing of 
musician Victor Jara on Sep¬ 
tember 16, 1973 as part of the 
putsch that brought the right- 
wing general to power. 

On Wednesday, the second 
chamber of the Chilean 
Supreme Court asked Washing¬ 
ton to hand over Nunez be tried 
for "voluntary manslaughter." 

Besides being a singer, Jara 
was a leftist political activist. 
Immediately after the 1973 
coup, he was among many 
Chileans who were taken to a 
football stadium where they 
were tortured and executed. 
Jara was shot 44 times. 

This is the first time a 
Chilean court has sought to 
prosecute any suspects in the 
killing of the pacifist singer - 
- a crime that became em¬ 
blematic of the bloody 
Pinochet dictatorship that left 
more than 3,000 people dead. 


Government insists Papiamento must be promoted and 
used correctly 


Just recently, the Minister 
of Economic and Cultural 
Affairs, Michelle Hooy- 
boer-Winklaar together 
with representatives of the 
organizing committee re¬ 
garding activities for the 
co mm emoration of the 
Year of Papiamento. This 
year 2013 has been de¬ 
clared the Year of Papia¬ 
mento. The year will be 
used to explain the impor¬ 
tance of protecting and 
preserving our mother 
tongue. 

UNESCO, world organ¬ 
ization entrusted with pro¬ 
tecting languages, has 
declared that in the world 
there are more than 6000 
languages and if there is no 
protection of languages 
they forsee that in less than 
a 100 years 50% of these 
languages will no longer 


be in excistance. To guar¬ 
antee the excistance of Pa¬ 
piamento, we must 
safeguard our local lan¬ 
guage by promoting and 
encouraging its correct 
usage. The preseverance of 
the cultural hertitage of a 
country depends on the 
protecion of our languages 
according to Minister 
Hooiboer Winklaar. 

The government an¬ 
nounced that Aruba will 
commemorate world day 
of languages on February 
21 st as well as on the 1 st of 
May. It was ten years ago 
on the 1st of May that the 
Aruban Parliament de¬ 
clared Papiamento as one 
of the offical languages on 
Aruba. 

In the 1950's when par¬ 
liament began using Papi¬ 
amento during meetings 


and 10 years ago when Pa¬ 
piamento was declared an 
official language in Aruba 
alongside of Dutch, Papia¬ 
mento grew in importance. 
Today, two schools are 
using Papiamento as a lan¬ 
guage for instruction with 
good results, according to 
Joyce Pereira, President of 
the Fundacion Lanta Papi¬ 
amento. The foundation is 
a member of the commis¬ 
sion organizing different 
activities relating to the 
celebration of the Year of 
Papiamento. 

Pereira indicated that 
making Papiamento offi¬ 
cial was extremely impor¬ 
tant, giving Papiamento 
the recognition it deserves. 
Pereira continued to indi¬ 
cate that it is much easier 
for a person to learn an¬ 
other language if he domi¬ 


nates his own mother 
tongue well. It was a long 
battle in Aruba to reach the 
point of accepting Papia¬ 
mento as a language of in¬ 
struction. We fought long 
to get Papiamento into our 
schools and for the com¬ 
munity to support the idea. 
Pereira is convinced that 
we must continue this 
awareness. 

Pereira expressed con¬ 
cern that to date the or¬ 
thography of Papiamento 
has not been legalized, 
which is something they 
intend to work on during 
this year. 

The organizing com¬ 
mission for planning the 
activities for the Year of 
Papiamento consists of 
representives of different 
organizations, to mention: 
The Department of Cul¬ 
ture, Grupo Collector, IPA, 


National Libary, Univer¬ 
sity of Aruba, CHARUBA, 
Fundacion Lanta Papia¬ 
mento and Aruba Tourism 
Authority. 

The goals for the com¬ 
memoration are: aware¬ 
ness, information, great 
respect and to motivate the 
community to join the 
fight to safeguard, promote 
and further develop our 
Papiamento language. 

According to Julie 
Merencia of the Depart¬ 
ment of Culture, the first 
activity related to celebra¬ 
tion of Year of Papia¬ 
mento, will take place on 
the 21 st of February with a 
lecture at the National 
Libary. On February 23rd 
the general community 
will be invited to register 
and particpate in a Papia¬ 
mento Dictation at the Cas 
di Cultura.

Carnival and vacation photography hints 




Placing the sun on your subject produces 
better shots, watch the background. Un¬ 
wanted objects will ruin what could have 
been a lovely shot. So watch the background 
as well as the subject 


Over the next few weeks, vis¬ 
itors and islanders will enjoy 
many opportunities to cap¬ 
ture spectacular shots of elab¬ 
orate costumes, fantastical 
make up, and atmospheric 
pix of Aruba’s carnival. Dig¬ 
ital cameras have made it eas¬ 
ier than ever to display for the 
folks at home memorable 
moments from your Aruban 
vacation, especially if you are 
fortunate to be here for one of 
the many parades coming up. 

This Sunday, February 3, 
the Grand Children’s Parade 
will take place in Oranjestad. 
Expect not only stunning, 
colorful costume shots, but 
the naturally adorable en¬ 
hancement of them being 
worn by youngsters. 

Today’s digital cameras 
are being improved upon 
even as this article is being 
written. Competitive markets 
force makers to continually 
issue new models that have 
new features, prompting pho¬ 
tography enthusiasts to keep 
shelling out cash, much like 
computers. Cameras small 
enough to fit into a shirt 
pocket (point and shoot) can 
produce beautiful images, 
often as fine as the mammoth 
models (DSLR) with change¬ 


able lenses. The trick to great 
shots is knowing your camera 
and how to get the most from 
it. 

Since there are myriad 
models, it is hard to tell read¬ 
ers exactly how to use their 
particular point and shoot. 
Each has their own style of 
interface, much like using 
different operating systems 
on computers, but photo¬ 
graphic principles are still the 
same. To really understand 
how to fully take advantage 
of your lovely new camera’s 
great features, take time to 
READ THE INSTRUCTION 
BOOKLET and play around 
with the different settings. 
Relying only on the auto¬ 
matic settings of your camera 
without bothering to learn 
how to handle various situa¬ 
tions will result in being very 
unhappy with your shots a 
good deal of the time. 

Here are some other points 
to take note of before pushing 
the shutter button: 

1) Where is the light? 

Light is crucial to produc¬ 
ing a good shot. Always take 
note of where the light is com¬ 
ing from in relation to your 
subjects. If taking outdoor 
shots in strong sunlit, or in¬ 


door, with hard lights 
behind your subjects, 
they will usually come 
out too dark to see 
their faces. If using 
auto mode and you see 
this happening, turn 
your subjects around 
and change position. If 
you particularly want a 
certain background, 
force the flash, though 
this can sometimes 
produce “washed out” 
looking pictures. 

Check the camera 
manual as to how to 
control the flash to 
override auto readings, 
and reduce the flash 
power, if needed. 

Some also provide 
metering settings to 
read the shadowy 
areas and compensate 
for it; check your man¬ 
ual for your camera’s 
capabilities. 

2) Portrait or 
Landscape? 

These automated 
settings are a simplified way 
of controlling “aperture”, 
how open the lens will be 
when taking the shot, which 
not only affects the amount of 
light the camera registers, but 
also “depth of field” which 
affects focus. “Portrait” is the 
term applying to a wide open 
lens for close subjects, which 
means very limited depth of 
field. Only subjects close to 
the camera, between 2-12 
feet away, will be in focus, 
after which they will become 
blurry. Landscape offers a 
broad range of focus, good 
for taking shots of a long line 
or wide shot of a carnival pa¬ 
rade, but close up subjects 
will be rather soft. Decide on 
what you want to focus on for 
your shot. 

Most cameras also offer the 
option of focusing on the cen¬ 
ter, or other point in the frame, 


rather than all areas displayed. 
Look for the metering controls 
in your instruction book. How 
many have wanted a shot of a 


particularly subject 
only to find it blurred 
and the object next to 
or behind it in sharp 
focus? You CAN com¬ 
mand you camera to 
focus on a particular 
item. Make sure the red 
dot in the viewfinder or 
on the live screen is on 
that object when de¬ 
pressing the shutter 
half way to focus, and 
then take the shot. Or 
use the face detection 
option when taking 
pictures of a group of 
people. 

These coming 
weeks, we will be 
providing more arti¬ 
cles on taking carni¬ 
val pix. The best 
advice is to remem¬ 
ber, the camera does 
not take the picture; 
YOU do. Learn how 
it works, learn about 
light, focus and com¬ 
position, and make 
your camera perform 
to your wishes. See you to¬ 
morrow and happy snapping!

There are twelve local finan¬ 
ciers, among them the major 
banks, CMB, Aruba Bank 
and a number of pension 
funds and insurance compa¬ 
nies, with five foreign in¬ 
vestors. SOGA President 
John Hodgeson reported they 
expect to begin work in 
earnest around July or August 
of this year, and the massive 
project should take about two 


years to complete. 

The first phase will be the 
expansion, including a new 
patient building, which will 
double the present capacity of 
the hospital. The second 
phase will be renovations on 
the existing facility. The ar¬ 
chitectural firm of Bermello, 
Ajamil and Partners of 
Miami was contracted last 
year to design the project. 


The government will pay 
“rent” on the hospital for the 
next 29 years. 

Hodgeson, the Prime Min¬ 
ister and Minister Sevinger 
all expressed their gratitude 
to AIB Managing Director 
Frendsel Giel for his part in 
facilitating the agreement. 
The consensus among gov¬ 
ernment officials, SOGA and 
financial partners was this 


undertaking is essential to the 
elevation of the quality of 
health care on Aruba. It also 
is another example of the fea¬ 
sibility of PPP agreements 
between the island and vari¬ 
ous private investors, which 
will allow Aruban adminis¬ 
trators to improve infrastruc¬ 
ture and services on the 
island in a timelier manner.

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Dutch court rejects bulk of 
Nigerian suit against Shell 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court on Wednesday re¬ 
jected a bid by Nigerian farm¬ 
ers to hold Shell’s parent 
company responsible for oil 
damage to their villages, say¬ 
ing that only the Anglo-Dutch 
oil giant's Nigerian subsidiary 
was partly responsible. 

Both sides claimed victory 
in a case that pressure groups 
had hoped would set a prece¬ 
dent for global corporate re¬ 
sponsibility. 

Environmentalists hailed 


the first mling by a Dutch court 
on the responsibility of a sub¬ 
sidiary of a Dutch company for 
its actions abroad, while Shell 
said it was pleased its parent 
company had been cleared. 

The court "dismissed all 
claims against the parent com¬ 
panies... since pursuant to 
Nigerian law a parent com¬ 
pany in principle is not 
obliged to prevent its sub¬ 
sidiaries from harming third 
parties abroad," judge Henk 
Wien said. 


Four farmers and fisher¬ 
men, backed by lobby group 
Friends of the Earth, first filed 
the case in 2008 against the 
Netherlands-based group in a 
court thousands of miles (kilo¬ 
metres) from their homes. 

Wien said Shell's Nigerian 
subsidiary must pay damages 
to the farmers and fishermen 
in one claim relating to oil 
spills near the Niger Delta vil¬ 
lage of Ikot Ada Udo, where a 
deserted well was opened 
with a monkey wrench. 


Russia to ban US 
meat imports Feb 11:

MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
on February 11 will stop im¬ 
porting all US meat and meat 
products over concerns about 
the use of a feed additive that 
is banned in Europe, Interfax 
quoted Russian officials as 
saying on Wednesday. 

The decision follows the 
Rosselkhoznadzor veterinary 
and phytosanitary surveil¬ 
lance service's earlier deci¬ 
sion to ban the import of 
chilled meat products from 
the United States as of Febru¬ 
ary 4. 

It also comes amidst a 
broader chill in Russian-US 
relations linked to Washing¬ 
ton's retaliation against al¬ 
leged rights abuses by 
Moscow officials. 

The ban relates to a drug 
called ractopamine which is 
added to feed in the United 
States and other countries to 
promote the development of 
lean meat. 

The drug has been banned 
by both the European Union 
and Russia as well as China. 


Rosselkhoznadzor head 
Sergei Dankvert told Interfax 
that traces of the drug were 
still being discovered in meat 
coming from the United 
States and that Russia in¬ 
tended to stop all imports as 
a result. 

"Since the violations are 
continuing and we are detect¬ 
ing ractopamine in meat 
being supplied by the United 
States, we intend to introduce 
limits on the import of these 
products as of February 11," 
Dankvert said. 

The US Meat Export Fed¬ 
eration — a non-profit trade 
association — said that "only 
a very small portion of US 
meat exported to Russia was 
in chilled form" and would 
fall under the first ban. 

However it said that most 
US meat that is exported to 
Russia would fall under the 
ban that comes into effect 
February 11. 

The USMEF estimates an¬ 
nual US meat and pork ex¬ 
ports to Russia at about $500 
million (370 million euros).

SANTIAGO (AFP) - A 
strong 6.7-magnitude earth¬ 
quake jolted northern Chile 
Wednesday, US monitors 
said, knocking out electricity 
and local telecom services 
but no immediate tsunami 
warning was issued. 

The earthquake occurred 
at 2015 GMT, at the rela¬ 
tively shallow depth of 47.5 
kilometers (29.5 miles) and 
the epicenter was located 
102 kilometers (63 miles) 
from the mining town of 
Copiapo, the US Geological 
Service said in a report. 

The quake knocked out 
phone service and power in 
cities in the region, local of¬ 
ficials said. 

The Pacific Tsunami 
Warning Center in Hawaii 
said in a preliminary report 
that based on historical data 
no destructive widespread 
tsunami threat existed, but 
noted that an earthquake of 
such magnitude could cause 
localized damage. 

Copiapo garnered global 
attention two years ago when 
33 workers were trapped 
deep inside a nearby mine for 
more than two months before 
being rescued. 


Merkel tells Morsi to ensure 
dialogue in Egypt 



Right in the middle of the 
biggest crisis of his presi¬ 
dency, Egyptian President 
Mohammed Morsi has come 
to Germany. Morsi had been 
hoping Berlin would forgive 
hundreds of millions of 
euros in debt. He ended up 
getting something far less 
tangible: advice on how to 
run his country. 

BERFIN (AFP) - German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
urged the visiting Egyptian 
president Wednesday to en¬ 
sure constant dialogue as his 
country grapples with a polit¬ 
ical crisis that has sparked 
deadly unrest. 

Merkel told a joint press 
conference in Berlin with 
President Mohamed Morsi 
that Germany wanted a suc¬ 
cessful transformation pro¬ 
cess in Egypt, where Morsi 
took over last year, and was 
ready to help. 

"From my side I made it 
clear that there are different 
things that are veiy important 
for us," she said, adding: 
"One is that dialogue with all 
political forces in Egypt is al¬ 


ways available." 

"That the different po¬ 
litical forces can make a 
contribution, that human 
rights in Egypt are ob¬ 
served and that of course 
also religious freedom can 
be experienced," she 
added. 

The visit came as 
Egyptian opposition lead¬ 
ers sought urgent talks on 
the political crisis, as 
fresh violence killed two 
more people in Cairo after 
nearly a week of violence. 

According to German 
media reports, the Egyptian 
leader came to Berlin to seek 
debt relief as well as possible 
German investment to help the 
country's struggling economy. 

Ahead of Morsi's arrival, 
Germany's foreign minister 
warned that German financial 
aid to Egypt was contingent 
upon democratic progress. 

Berlin's offer of help "de¬ 
pends on advances in the dem¬ 
ocratic development in 
Egypt", Guido Westerwelle 
said on ARD public television. 

After meeting Merkel, 
Morsi was due to take part in 
a conference with German 
Economy Minister Philipp 
Roesler and the president of 
the German Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry. 

In December Germany an¬ 
nounced it had postponed 
debt relief for Egypt of up to 
240 million euros ($316 mil¬ 
lion) due to concerns about 
its commitment to democ¬ 
racy.

Gabby Giffords to Senate: 
You must act' on gun 

violence 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Ex¬ 
lawmaker and shooting victim 
Gabrielle Giffords made a brief 
but impassioned appeal in Con¬ 
gress Wednesday, telling law¬ 
makers "you must act" to find 
ways to reduce gun violence. 

"Violence is a big problem. 
Too many children are dying," 
Giffords, a former congress- 
woman who was shot in the 
head two years ago at a mas¬ 
sacre in her home state of Ari¬ 
zona, told a hushed Senate 
Judiciary Committee hearing. 

"We must do something. It 
will be hard, but the time is 
now," she said in a slow, delib¬ 
erative tone that has marked her 
speech during her extensive re¬ 
covery. 

"You must act," she said, star¬ 
ing down the panel of senators 
before her, several of whom 
hugged her as she entered the 
hearing room. 

Giffords, escorted into the 
room by her husband, the for¬ 
mer NASA astronaut Mark 
Kelly, was speaking as an unan¬ 
nounced witness at the year’s 
first congressional hearing on 
the causes of and possible solu¬ 
tions for gun violence. 

The hearing comes six weeks 


TEHRAN (AFP) - A $40 mil¬ 
lion engineering structure be¬ 
longing to Iran’s South Pars 
gas field to be used in offshore 
platforms sank into the Gulf as 
it was being installed, media 
reports said on Wednesday. 

The equipment was built by 
Maritime Industrial Company 
(SADRA), an affiliate of the 
industrial wing of Iran's Revo¬ 
lutionary Guards, over a 30- 
month period. 

The incident occurred Mon¬ 
day night as the 1,850-tonne 
jacket developed for South 
Pars Phase 13 sank to a depth 
of 80 metres (264 feet), media 
reports said, adding that there 
were no reports of any casual¬ 
ties. 

Because of its links to the 
Guards, SADRA is subject to 
sanctions imposed by the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and the United 
States over Tehran's controver¬ 
sial nuclear programme. 

Along with other industrial 
subsidiaries of Guards engi¬ 
neering wing the Khatam al- 
Anbiya group, SADRA was in 
2010 awarded a $5-billion 
contract to develop Phase 13 
after Western energy majors 
withdrew over the sanctions.

Merkel says Hitler's rise to power 
'constant' warning 


BERLIN (AFP) - Chancellor 
Angela Merkel said on 
Wednesday that Adolf Hitler's 
rise to power 80 years ago 
should go on reminding Ger¬ 
mans that democracy and free¬ 
dom cannot be taken for 
granted. 

Merkel was speaking at the 
inauguration of an exhibition 
in Berlin to commemorate 
eight decades since Hitler be¬ 
came chancellor on January 
30, 1933 — an anniversary 
which has aroused much inter¬ 
est in Germany. 

"Human rights don't assert 
themselves. Freedom doesn't 
preserve itself all alone and 
democracy doesn't succeed by 
itself," Merkel said. "That 
must be a constant warning for 
us, Germans," she added refer¬ 
ring to Hitler's arrival at the 
chancellery. 

The exhibition, "Berlin 
1933. On the Path to Dictator¬ 
ship", is on a site charged with 
history as the former headquar¬ 


ters of the Gestapo, the secret 
police of the Nazi regime. 

It now houses The Topogra¬ 
phy of Terror, an open-air doc¬ 
umentation centre whose 
exhibition traces Hitler's first 
months in power through pho¬ 
tos, newspapers and posters. 

Merkel noted that it only 
took six months for the dictator 
to "wipe out all the diversity" 
of German society. 

But she also underscored 
that a large part of society had 
supported "or at least acqui¬ 
esced" to Hitler's regime. 

In a black-and-white photo, 
visitors to the exhibition can 
make out the Fuehrer saluting 
the crowd from the chancellery 
window on the evening of Jan¬ 
uary 30, 1933, after earlier 
having been made chancellor 
and been charged by president 
Paul von Hindenburg with 
forming a new government. 

Posters go on to show im¬ 
ages of the Reichstag going up 
in flames the following month 


and then the first measures 
taken against the Jews on April 
1, with the start of a boycott of 
Jewish shops, doctors and 
lawyers. 

Andreas Nachama, director 
of The Topography of Terror, 
said the arrival of the failed 
painter from Austria at the 
helm of power in Germany 
was an "incision" in history, al¬ 
though nobody at the time 
thought he would last. 

According to Nachama, the 
exhibition shows the "daily 
erosion of democratic institu¬ 
tions" as the Nazi regime 
began to build up steam, even¬ 
tually leading to World War II 
and the deaths of 40 to 60 mil¬ 
lion people, including six mil¬ 
lion Jews. 

The 80th anniversary has 
sparked much interest in Ger¬ 
many, with a novel that imag¬ 
ines Hitler's return to 
modern-day Berlin entitled 
"He's Back" (Er 1st Wieder Da) 
becoming a bestseller here.

disease," she emphasized. 

Erection problems are very 
common. About one in five 
men over 40 report moderate or 
severe erectile dysfunction. 




WASHINGTON (AFP) - Erec¬ 
tile dysfunction might signal 
more than a need for the little 
purple pill, researchers said in 
a study showing a link with 
heart disease and early death. 

The Australian study — the 
world's largest investigating 
links between erection prob¬ 
lems and heart disease — sug¬ 
gested erection problems could 
act as a warning sign of more 
serious health issues. 

"The risks of future heart 
disease and premature death in¬ 
creased steadily with severity of 
erectile dysfunction," whether 
or not there was a history of 
cardiovascular disease, study 
director Emily Banks said. 

Previous studies had found 
ties between severe erection 
problems and heart attacks and 
strokes, but this study was the 
first to also include mild and 
moderately severe erection 
problems. 

"These results tell us that 
every man who is suffering

Doctors outline operation to 
repair Malala's skull 


LONDON (AFP) - Doctors in 
Britain on Wednesday out¬ 
lined how they plan to repair a 
hole in the skull of Pakistani 
schoolgirl Malala Yousafzai, 
who was shot by the Taliban 
last year for campaigning for 
girls' education. 

Surgeons at Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in the central 
English city of Birmingham 
plan to insert a titanium plate 
to protect the 15-year-old's 
brain in an operation in the 
next 10 days. 

"This is, very simply speak¬ 
ing, putting a custom-made ti¬ 
tanium plate over the deficit in 
her skull, primarily to offer 
physical protection to her 
brain in the same way as a nor¬ 
mal skull would," the hospi¬ 
tal's medical director Dave 
Rosser said. 

Malala is completely deaf in 
her left ear after she was shot 


at point blank range in the Oc¬ 
tober attack, so surgeons will 
also insert an electronic device 
into the ear that should help 
her hearing return to near-nor¬ 
mal levels within 18 months. 

Surgeons in Pakistan who 
were the first to treat Malala be¬ 
fore she was brought to Britain 
inserted the missing section of 
her skull into her abdomen, but 
it had eventually been decided 
not to use the bone. 

"The safest way to store that 
bone, to keep it sterile and 
healthy, is in the patient's 
body, so they will make an in¬ 
cision in the skin and tuck it 
into the abdomen," Rosser 
said at a press conference. 

"Surgeons in consultation 
with Malala have decided that 
fitting this titanium plate is a 
better long-term procedure 
than trying to re-implant the 
bone after such a long period 


of time." 

Malala was temporarily dis¬ 
charged by the hospital on 
January 4 and is currently 
staying in Birmingham with 
her parents and siblings, who 
have joined her in England. 

Rosser said Malala was a 
"remarkable young lady" and 
despite her ordeal she was de¬ 
termined to continue speaking 
out for girls' right to educa¬ 
tion. 

"She is not naive at all about 
what happened to her and the 
situation she is looking for¬ 
ward to in terms of being a 
high-profile person, and po¬ 
tentially a high-profile target. 

The attack on Malala, by a 
Taliban gunman who singled 
her out as she travelled on a 
school bus in the town of Min- 
gora in Pakistan's northwest¬ 
ern Swat Valley, sparked 
worldwide condemnation. 


Argentine woman gives birth after 
heart transplant 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - In 
what doctors Tuesday said was 
a medical first, an Argentine 
woman with a transplanted 
heart gave birth to a baby girl 
following an in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion. 

Pregnancy after an organ 
transplant is always a high risk 
proposition because the drugs 
needed to ensure the trans¬ 
planted organ is not rejected 
make pregnancy difficult, and 
their effects on the fetus were 
not clear. 

The risks are even greater in 
heart patients because women 
have 40 percent more blood 
during pregnancy, putting extra 
strain on the heart. 

"This could lead to not 
enough blood getting to the 
uterus, causing the baby to 
grow less" and a possibly pre¬ 
mature birth, Leguizamon said. 

The medications needed to 
perform in vitro fertilization 
added yet another layer of com¬ 
plication, said Ricardo James, a 
reproductive specialist at the 
high risk center. 

But the risks did not stop Ju¬ 
liana Finondo, 39, who was de¬ 
termined to chase her dream of 
motherhood. 

The graphic designer from 
eastern Argentina, who now 
lives in Buenos Aires, had a 
heart transplant in 1999. At the 
time, doctors told her she could 
not risk getting pregnant after 
the surgery. 

A decade later, she decided to 
try — but two years passed with¬ 
out getting pregnant naturally. 

Infertility can be a side effect 
of the immunosuppressant 
drugs used to prevent organ re¬ 


jection, said Sergio Papier, a 
doctor who heads a research 
center focusing on gynecology 
and reproduction. 

Transplant patients "can see 
their ovarian reserve affected 
and their fertility diminish," 
said Papier, who did not work 
with Finondo. 

So after Finondo was care¬ 
fully examined to ensure she 
didn't show any signs of reject¬ 


ing her heart, her doctors de¬ 
signed a special medication 
plan to wean her from the 
drugs, adding to her difficulties 
conceiving and to add in the 
fertility drugs needed for in 
vitro fertilization. 

Luckily, Finondo got preg¬ 
nant on her first round of IVF. 
And after nine months of strict 
monitoring her healthy daughter 
Emilia was bom on January 15.

Rebranded BlackBerry launches 
comeback effort 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Black- 
Berry launched its comeback 
effort Wednesday with a re¬ 
vamped operating system and 
a pair of sleek new handsets, 
plus a company name change 
as the smartphone maker 
moves to reinvent itself 

Canadian-based Research 
in Motion changed its name to 
BlackBerry as it launched the 
BlackBerry 10, the new plat¬ 
form aimed at helping the firm 
regain traction in a market 
now dominated by rivals. 

"From this point forward, 
RIM becomes BlackBerry," 
chief executive Thorsten 
Heins told a glitzy unveiling in 
New York, one of six global 
events for the product launch. 
"It is one brand. It is one 
promise." 

Heins presented two de¬ 
vices, the touchscreen-only 
Z10 and the Q10 model, 
which contains BlackBerry's 
trademark keyboard. 

The release of the new 


handsets will be staggered 
over the next couple of 
months. One of the phones 
will be available in Britain 
from Thursday, and Canadians 
will be able to buy one Febru¬ 
ary 5. 

In the critical US market, 
the device will not be avail¬ 
able until March, although 
leading carriers like AT&T 
and Verizon are unveiling 
plans now, Heins said. 

The company also intro¬ 
duced recording star Alicia 
Keys as its new global cre¬ 
ative director. 

Heins said the new Black¬ 
Berry is not just about new 
platforms and products, but 
"engaging with successful en¬ 
trepreneurs and working 
moms," and that Keys would 
play a role in that effort. 

Keys, who said she had re¬ 
turned to BlackBerry after 
flirting with other devices, 
said her job would allow her 
to "work with people in the 


entertainment and music busi¬ 
ness" to help enhance the 
BlackBerry experience. 

The launch is seen as criti¬ 
cal to BlackBerry, which had 
been the dominant smart¬ 
phone maker before Apple 
launched its iPhone and others 
began using the Google An¬ 
droid operating system. 

Kagan said the new Black¬ 
Berry "will be a strong com¬ 
petitor for the number three 
position. They won't come 
close to number one or two 
where Google and Apple are, 
but the market does want 
more choices." 

BlackBerry has tradition¬ 
ally scored best with corporate 
clients who have been partial 
to the device's reputation for 
greater network security. 

However, the smartphone 
market has been changing rad¬ 
ically as more companies shift 
to a "bring your own device," 
or BYOD, model in which 
companies let workers choose 
their smartphone. 

Other features include the 
capacity for users to share in 
real-time screens and complex 
data from two different locales 
on a messaging system.

Switzerland hands 
Britain a $545mn 
advance in tax deal 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Fresh from unveiling detailed 
online maps of North Korea, 
Google on Wednesday touted 
studies showing that Internet 
Age navigation tools boost the 
economic engines of nations. 

The global "geospatial in¬ 
dustry" brings in $270 billion 
in annual revenue and compa¬ 
nies in the sector pay more 
than $90 billion in wages each 
year, according to a report by 
economic consulting firm 
Oxera. 

Firms working with global 
satellite positioning, digital 
maps and navigation systems 
are a "promising engine for 
economic activity now" and 
will grow by 30 percent annu¬ 
ally, according to Oxera. 

"If policymakers, private 
companies, researchers and 
consumers continue to invest 
in this emerging industry, we 
can expect this technology to 
continue driving growth in the 
broader global economy," 
Oxera said in its report. 

Geospatial technology has 
ripple effects ranging from 
making it easier for someone 
with a smartphone to find a 
nearby cafe to efficiently rout¬ 
ing shipments or figuring out 
the best place to open a shop or 
place a billboard. 

Oxera estimated that busi¬ 
nesses worldwide have saved

$17.3 billion due to time saved 
by using navigation technol¬ 
ogy and that people had a total 
of 1.1 billion hours lopped 
from their travel time. 

Charlie Hale, of Google 
Maps' public policy team, de¬ 
scribed the geospatial industry 
as companies dealing in maps 
and navigation devices. 

Companies and countries 
with modern map skills and 
data have economic and com¬ 
petitive advantages, he argued, 
citing the Oxera study and a 
US-focused study by Boston 
Consulting Group. 

Evidence is even growing 
that people with better grasps 
of digital era mapping and nav¬ 
igation technologies earn 
higher incomes, according to 
Hale, who confessed to being 
the son of a geography teacher 
in Maine. 


DOHA (AFP) - Qatar has an¬ 
nounced it will invest up to a 
billion euros ($1.34 billion) in 
a joint fund with Athens to bol¬ 
ster recession-hit Greek indus¬ 
try, the state news agency 
QNA reported Wednesday.

India to sell 10% 
of state refinery to 
cut deficit 

NEW DELHI (AFP) - India 
said on Wednesday it planned 
to sell a 10 percent stake in 
state-run refinery Oil India 
this week for at least $465 mil¬ 
lion as part of plans to reduce 
its budget deficit. 

The Congress-led govern¬ 
ment of Prime Minister Man- 
mohan Singh urgently needs 
to raise capital from privatisa¬ 
tion with the deficit threaten¬ 
ing to exceed a targeted 5.3 
percent of gross domestic 
product. 

The government hopes to 
raise 25 billion rupees to 30 
billion rupees ($465 million- 
$561 million) with its offer of 
60 million shares from the Oil 
India sale set for Friday, said 
Oil Secretary G.C. 
Chaturvedi. 

The government was ex¬ 
pected to sell the shares of Oil 
India at a discount to the pre¬ 
vailing share price. The shares 
closed down 2.3 percent at 
527.15 rupees on Wednesday. 

The government holds a 

78.43 percent stake in the 
company that would fall to 

68.43 percent after the sale. 

New Delhi has collected 

only 69 billion rupees in its 
privatisation drive, raising 
fears it will be unable to attain 
its 300 billion rupee goal for 
the current financial year to 
March 2013 and meet its 
deficit reduction target.

GENEVA (AFP) - Switzerland 
said Wednesday it had given 
Britain a 500-million Swiss 
franc ($545-million, 400-mil- 
lion-euro) advance as part of a 
special deal that took effect on 
January 1 aimed at taxing 
British funds stashed in Swiss 
banks. 

"This advance constitutes a 
guarantee for Britain that it 
will recover a minimum sum 
on British taxpayers' until-now 
untaxed funds in Switzerland," 
the Swiss government said in a 
statement. 

Faced with mounting inter¬ 
national criticism that its bank¬ 
ing practices enable wide-scale 
tax evasion in other countries, 
Switzerland reached agree¬ 
ments last year with Britain, 
Austria and Germany to ease 
its cherished bank secrecy. 

The accords with London 
and Vienna took effect on Jan¬ 
uary 1, but the German parlia¬ 
ment ended up blocking that 
country's deal last year. 

Under the agreements, for¬ 
eigners that deposit undeclared 
funds in Switzerland maintain 
their anonymity but are taxed 
by Bern, which in turn trans¬ 
fers the revenues to the ac¬ 
count holder's country of 
origin. 

If the British and Austrian 
clients do not want their Swiss 


banks to automatically deduct 
taxes from their accounts, they 
can instead opt to declare their 
account holdings to the tax au¬ 
thorities in their home coun¬ 
tries. 

The Swiss government said 
Wednesday that, in accordance 
with the deal with London, 
Swiss banks had handed over 
500 million Swiss francs to 
federal tax authorities, who in 
turn had passed on the money 
to Britain. 

The advance, it said, would 
progressively be paid back to 
the banks as soon as they had 
transferred 800 million Swiss 
francs in withheld taxes from 
their British account-holders to 
authorities in London. 

The entire advance would 
be repaid once 1.3 billion 
Swiss francs worth of taxes 
had been generated, it added. 

Bern hailed the new tax 
deals, saying they "resolve the 
problem of non-taxed funds 
and allows foreign tax author¬ 
ities to recover what is due to 
them and yet preserves the pri¬ 
vacy of bank clients." 

The deals, it said, mark "a 
new government policy in re¬ 
gard to financial markets," it 
said. 

Switzerland is also in the 
process of negotiating similar 
deals with Greece and Italy.

Taiwan billionaire launches 
Asian 'Nobel prize 1 



TAIPEI (AFP) - One of Tai¬ 
wan’s richest men on Monday 
launched what has been widely 
touted as the Asian equivalent 
of the Nobel Prize, and it is 
even more lucrative than the 
famed Swedish award. 

Samuel Yin, head of the 
sprawling Ruentex business 
empire which has invested 
heavily in China, said that by 
donating Tw$3 billion ($101 
million) for the Tang Prize he 


had fulfilled one 
of his biggest 
dreams. 

”1 hope that 
the prize will en¬ 
courage more 
research that is 
beneficial to the 
world and hu¬ 
mankind, pro¬ 
mote Chinese 
culture and 
make the world 
a better place,” 
he said in a statement released 
by the prize foundation. 

The prize is named after 
China’s Tang Dynasty (618- 
907), which is much admired 
by Yin, the foundation said. 

The dynasty has inspired 
generation after generation 
with admiration for its vibrant 
characteristics of self-confi¬ 
dence and cosmopolitan inclu¬ 
siveness, which are the 


qualities that the Tang Prize 
seeks to promote, it said. 

Beginning in 2014 prizes 
will be awarded every two 
years in four different cate¬ 
gories — sustainable develop¬ 
ment, biopharmaceutical 
science, sinology and the "rule 
of law” — to individuals, re¬ 
gardless of nationality. 

The winner in each category 
will receive Tw$50 million 
($1.7 million), compared to the 
eight million Swedish kronor 
($1.2 million) that comes with 
a Nobel Prize. 

The Tang Prize will help 
raise Taiwan’s profile in the in¬ 
ternational scientific commu¬ 
nity, the statement said. 

Nobel Prizes are awarded in 
the fields of physics, chem¬ 
istry, physiology or medicine, 
literature and peace. 


'Sinly yours 1 : India displays rare 
Gandhi letters 



NEW DELHI (AFP)-A rare 
collection of letters between 
Indian independence icon Ma¬ 
hatma Gandhi and a South 
African bodybuilder with 
whom he shared a close rela¬ 
tionship went on display in 
New Delhi on Wednesday. 

The bond between Gandhi 
and Hermann Kallenbach has 
been a subject of speculation 
and gossip for years owing to 
their closeness, with previ¬ 
ously published correspon¬ 
dence suggesting they may 
have had a physical relation¬ 
ship. 

One of the handwritten let¬ 
ters from Gandhi to Kallen¬ 
bach that went on show on 
Wednesday, the 65th anniver¬ 
sary of Gandhi’s assassination, 
is addressed to ”My dear 
Lower House” and signed 
’’Sinly yours, Upper House”. 

However scholars looking 
for clear evidence on the full 


extent of the men’s relationship 
were left disappointed, with 
curators acknowledging that 
they had only put a sample of 
correspondence on display at 
the National Archives mu¬ 
seum. 

Gandhi lived with Kallen¬ 
bach, a German-born Jewish 
architect, in Johannesburg for 
about two years from 1907 be¬ 
fore returning to India in 1914 
where he helped unify the 
gathering political movement 


against British colonial rule. 

The archive of letters and 
photos belonging to Kallen¬ 
bach was purchased by the In¬ 
dian government last year, just 
before they were due to be 
auctioned by Sotheby's in Lon¬ 
don. 

Hasan denied that the col¬ 
lection had been screened and 
controversial letters left out 
keeping in mind the exalted 
status that Gandhi enjoys in 
the country. 


African billionaire to give 
half his wealth to charity 

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Mining billionaire Patrice 
Motsepe announced 
Wednesday he would give 
half his family's fortune to 
charity, becoming the first 
African to match a pledge 
made by Bill Gates and 
Warren Buffett. The 
Soweto-born tycoon, 
worth an estimated $2.7 
billion (1.99 billion euros), 
announced he would join 
the Giving Pledge, which 
challenges the world's 
wealthiest to give at least 50 percent of their fortune to 
charity, and future. There's no period. This will go on into 
perpetuity." The money, Motsepe said, would be used to 
help "poor and other disadvantaged and marginalised 
South Africans." he 51-year-old made his billions 
through black empowerment deals, designed to redress 
white economic dominance that stemed from apartheid 
laws. He founded and owns mining company African 
Rainbow Minerals (ARB) and is Africa's eighth richest 
person according to Forbes magazine.

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - Most of the priceless ancient 
books and manuscripts housed in a Timbuktu centre 
were smuggled away before Islamists overran the city 
last year, an associate curator told AFP Wednesday. Res 
idents charged that Islamists had burnt priceless ancient 
books and manuscripts at the Ahmed Baba Centre for 
Documentation and Research as they fled a French-led 
offensive last week. Jeppie said Wednesday that more 
than 20,000 manuscripts had been moved out of the 
South African-sponsored centre by May last year and hid 
den away in the capital Bamako and elsewhere in Tim 
buktu.

NELSPRUIT (AFP) - Three 
years after the deadly 
Cabinda machine gun attack, 
Togo were celebrating an his¬ 
toric feat at the Africa Cup of 
Nations Wednesday by reach¬ 
ing the quarter-finals for the 
first time. 

The 2013 first round drew 
to a close with Togo de¬ 
servedly holding former 
champions Tunisia to a 1-1 
draw in Nelspruit. 

That was sufficent to see 
the little west African nation 
sneak past the eliminated 
Carthage Eagles and into the 
last eight. 

Tunisia were following fel¬ 
low north African heavy¬ 
weights Algeria and Morocco 
on an early plane home. 

Togo, as Group D runners- 
up, will face Burkina Faso in 
Nelspruit while table toppers 
Ivory Coast, who drew 2-2 
with already eliminated Alge¬ 
ria in the 'dead' game in 
Rustenburg, face Nigeria. 

Togo were led by talis- 
manic captain Emmanuel 
Adebayor, who hid under a 
seat when the Togo team bus 
came under fire from sepa¬ 
ratists in the oil-rich enclave 
of Cabinda before the 2010 
Nations Cup in Angola. 

Two of Togo's entourage 
died in the attack.

McNamara currently holds 
the world record for the 
biggest wave surfed after rid¬ 
ing a 78-foot (23.77 metre) 
breaker in Nazare, central Por¬ 
tugal, on November 1, 2011 
but on Monday was thought to 
have gone better at the same 
location. 

The 45-year-old from 
Hawaii was cautious about his 
exploit, though, telling re¬ 
porters that he had "no idea" 
about the size of the wave and 
that his partner Kealii Mamala 
may even have set the new 


global benchmark. 

Surfing experts and event 
organisers were also unable to 
say definitively whether the 
man nicknamed "G-Mac" had 
clinched another world best, 
amid reports that the wave 
could have been as high as 
100ft, but praised his bravery 
for tackling the waves. 

Both McNamara and Ma¬ 
mala were able to reach the 
waves in the Atlantic Ocean 
swell off the rocky coast of the 
fishing village, some 130 kilo¬ 
metres (80 miles) north of Lis¬ 
bon, due to practice known as 
a "tow-in". 

Guinness World Records 
told AFP in emailed comments 
that it was working with big 
wave surfing experts Bill- 
abong XXL to verify officially 
the exact size of the wave Mc¬ 
Namara rode on Monday.

DETROIT (AFP) - Unde¬ 
feated British welterweight 
Kell Brook will fight for a 
world title for the first time 
when he faces American 
Devon Alexander in Detroit 
next month, promoters an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday. 

Brook, a 26-year-old slug¬ 
ger from Sheffield, is 29-0 
with 19 knockouts, while In¬ 
ternational Boxing Federation 
world champion Alexander is 
24-1 with 13 knockouts, en- 
tring the February 23 show¬ 
down at Masonic Temple 
Theatre. 

Brook comes into the bout 
off three triumphs in 2012, a 
unanimous decision over 
Britain's Matthew Hatton, a 
majority decision over Ameri¬ 
can Carson Jones and last Oc¬ 
tober's third-round stoppage of 
Argentina's Hector David Sal- 
divia. 

"There's no way that I am 
coming home without that 
world title," Brook said. "I'm 


in the best physical shape of 
my life and the best ever Kell 
Brook will be in the ring in 
Detroit. 

Brook's only prior fight out¬ 
side the United Kingdom 
came in December 2011, when 
he stopped Puerto Rico's Luis 
Galarza in the fifth round in 
Atlantic City, New Jersey. 

Alexander, 25, makes the 
first defense of the title he won 
last October with a unanimous 
decision over compatriot Ran¬ 
dall Bailey. 

It was his third win in a row 
since suffering the only loss of 
his career to unbeaten Ameri¬ 
can Tim Bradley, who last year 
took a split decision over Fil¬ 
ipino icon Manny Pacquiao 
last year. 

Also on the card will be 
hometown favorite Cornelius 
Bundrage defending his IBF 
junior middleweight crown 
against fellow-American Ishe 
Smith. 


Judo: Japanese female Olympians 'beaten' by coaches 

TOKYO (AFP) - Japan's female Olympic judo athletes were beaten with bamboo swords 
and slapped by their coaches, officials said Wednesday, weeks after a schoolboy's sui¬ 
cide sparked anguished debate over corporal punishment. A 15-strong group of ju¬ 
dokas complained to the Japanese Olympic Committee (JOC) last month that they had 
been subjected to physical punishment by the team's head coach. The group, which 
included athletes who took part in the London Olympics, says head coach Ryuji Son- 
oda routinely abused them, slapping them in the face and hitting them with thick 
wooden swords, like those used in the Japanese martial art of kendo. They also com¬ 
plained that some were forced to compete in matches while injured, reports said. AJJF 
head Koshi Onozawa said the federation had admonished Sonoda and other coaches, 
who had admitted several of the allegations. Japan's women returned from London 
with one gold, one silver and one bronze medal in judo, well below their haul from the 
2008 Beijing Games.

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Football: Israeli club 
unveil Muslim players 
after uproar 



JERUSALEM (AFP) - Beitar 
Jerusalem unveiled two Mus¬ 
lim footballers from Chech¬ 
nya, whose signing caused 
uproar among some of the 
club's more racist supporters, 
on Wednesday. 

Zaur Sadaev and 
Dzhabrail Kadaev, signed 
from Russian League club 
Terek Grozny, reportedly 
came through medicals at the 
club and were presented to 
fans. 

News of their transfer last 
Saturday enraged some of the 
club's fans, who chanted 
racist anti-Arab slogans and 
waved signs reading "Beitar - 
- pure forever" during a game 
later that day. 

After the match, police ar¬ 
rested three fans for incite¬ 
ment to racism, but 
Russian-Israeli owner 

Arkady Gaydamak insisted 
the signing would go ahead, 
saying the opposition came 
from a small minority of sup¬ 
porters. 

But there were no major in¬ 
cidents in Tuesday's match be¬ 
tween Beitar and the 
Arab-Israeli team from Umm 
al-Fahm, which Beitar won 5-0. 


Speaking on Wednesday 
through an interpreter, 
Sadaev, 23, said he felt at 
home and that he had "come 
to play football, nothing 
else". 

Kadaev, 19, said the two 
were not afraid of playing for 
the club, despite the uproar 
which greeted their move. 

"We do not know the word 
fear," he said. 

Coach Eli Cohen, wished 
them luck, "even though it 
will be difficult". 

Jerusalem mayor Nir 
Barkat made a point of at¬ 
tending the brief press con¬ 
ference to stress: "We will 
not accept any kind of vio¬ 
lence and any kind of 
racism." 

He added: "I'm proud of 
the club and its ability to sus¬ 
tain coexistence." 

Beitar Jerusalem have a 
reputation of attracting a hard 
core of anti-Arab fans, with 
many of its supporters 
adamant the club should 
never sign an Arab player, 
even though Muslim foot¬ 
ballers have played for Beitar 
in the past.
